Father of 10 Dies' 
In Korean Fighting 


Mason City, HL. Oct/3—(AP)— 


Pfc. William Simmons, 41. father 
of 10 children, has been killed in 
action in Korea. 


Simmons' widow received word 


of her husband's death from the 
Defense Department today. The 
telegram said he was killed Sept. 
5. One of their children, Pfc. Wil- 
liam Simmons, Jr.. 20, was wound- 
ed earlier in the Korean fighting. 


Mrs. Simmons said there are 


nine boys and one girl in the 
family. She said one of the sons, 
Carl, 19, now is serving in the air 
force in Japan, and that the eldest 
son is recovering from his wounds. 


Another son. Virgil, 17, wants to 


enlist, Mrs. Simmons said.

Troops Leave 
Manchuria, Is 
Latest Report. 
Border Activity Is 
Seen by Warplanes 
Tokyo. Oct. 3—(AP)—The Far 


East air force reported allied war- 
planes pounded heavy traffic col- 
umns rolling southward today in 
Red Korea from Communist Chi- 
na's Manchurian border. 


The reports came as South Ko- 


reans pierced nearly 50 miles 
northward into Red Korea on a 
.drive aimed to carry all the way 
to the Manchurian frontier. 


Then the South Korean, pene- 


tration army commander confer- 
red urgently with two top U. S. 
generals who flew to Koryo air- 
field, just south of the parallel 38 
border on Korea's east coast, U> 
meet him. 


Pilots making the strike along 


the international highway to the 
North Korean capital of Pyong- 
yang reported they destroyed 56 
trucks and five other vehicles. 


Trucks Destroyed 


An airforce spokesman said 35 


of the 56 trucks reported destroy- 
ed were bagged in the vicinity ot 
the North Korean capital. 


An air spokesman in Tokyo said 


the northernmost attack line along 
the highway was 30 miles south 
of the Manchuruui border.

Tmke Few Prisoners

THE DOCTOR SAYS • 


Many Cancer Patients Are 
Saved by Removal of Lung 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, MJ>. 


In 1933 Dr. Evarts Graham of 


St. Louis removed a lung from a 
fellow physician who had a. cancer, 


patient was cured and has 


remained in active practice ever 
since. The next year a 3V.-year- 
old girl had a lung tumor removed 
in Baltimore. This child recov- 
ered without difficulty and lived 
to be eight years old when she 
died of an accident but without 
any trouble from, the tumor. 


Since that time many, many peo- 


ple with cancer or other tumors 
of the lung have undergone this 
operation. The results are aston- 
ishingly good. 
In one group of 


patients for whom this operation 
was done, more than one-third 
were alive, well and leading active 
lives months or years later. Be- 
cause cancer of the lung is always 
fatal, unless it is removed, the 
operation is well •worth-while. 


The most important factor in 


the treatment of cancer of the 
Itmg—like that of cancer else- 
where—is time. Delay is not only 
serious but often fatal. For this 
reason a person who has a chronic 
cough, the cause of which, cannot 
be readily explained, should not 
put off going to the physician. 
Fortunately, an X-ray of the lung j 
is of great help in making an early f 
diagnosis.

aging to realize that this disease, 
even though, located in what ap- 
pears to be a part of the body hard 
to get at, still can yield so suc- 
cessfully to surgery.

cancer and have been active and 
enjoyed good health for as long as 
17 years. But those -who delay are 
running- enormous risks.
